Then, after the tension of the web is progressively increased at a predetermined rate, the 
tension is reduced at a predetermined rate while the web is being wound around the core. The 
web is thus wound around the core to which sufficiently sufficient rigidity is imparted, without 
being subjected to an excessive load. As a result, a roll produced by winding the web around the 
core is free of edge undulations or irregularities on its end faces, and is of a good quality free of 
damage and winding irregularities. 
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
